State is to select a commander-in-chief whose merit has been 
proven in the grim test of battte and who is able to command that 
degree of loyalty from his subordinates and 
men which ts essential to victory 
The importance of good generalship is epit- 
omized by the phrase, attributed to some mili- 
tary sage of an earlier day, that an army of 
sheep commanded by a lion is more likely to 
attain victory than an army of lions command- 
ed by a sheep. 
History is filled with notable examples. All 
of the great military victories piled up by 
Napoleon are attributed to the superior quality 
of his genecralship. Not only did he excel as 
n strategist, but his leadership was such that 
he inspired his men and officers to~ super- 
human efforts, so that the armies of France 
ran roughshod over Europe until the day of 
Waterloo. 
The same was true of our own Civil War, 
which saw the superior generalship of Lee and 
Jackson prolong that conflict for four long 
years, when the odds against the south in materials and men called 
for a much shorter decision, | 
The war thus far has produced only one outstanding Anferican 
general—-MacArthur. It is true that we have not yet become suffi- 
ciently involved to test out the caliber of our other military men. 
Time may reveal many of them capable of measuring up to any 
responsibility they are given. But General MacArthur has already 
proved his merit, both in character of his leadership and his cour- 
age, no less than in his ability to inspire the utmost confidence of 


his men. 
NEW COMMAND President Roosevelt, of course, knows this 
far better than the man on the street, and 
no one is more sensitive than he to the need for selecting a com- 
mander-in-chief who can lead .6ur military forces to victory in the 
new battle front we are determined to open in Europe. It was the 
President who ordered General MacArthur out of the Philippines 
and assigned him to the command of our South Pacific forces at 
a time when Australia was threatened with Japanese attack, 

Hence it would come as no surprise to read an announcement 
some morning that General MacArthur has arrived in London ‘to 
take over the American command, ‘There are reasons to believe 
Such a development is in the making. 

The situation the general was sent to Australia to meet seems 
now to have been properly organized. He is no longer needed 
there. The forces we have concentrated in the South Pacific, plus 
the damaging blows we administered to the Japanese fleet at Mid- 
way and in, the Coral Sea, apparently have left little danger of a 
Japanese thrust in that direction. And even if MacArthur were 
transferred, the Allied forces there would be turned over to com- 
petent hands, wé may be assured. 

Until a better leader proves himself, General MacArthur is the 
logical man for the American European command. No one has-a 
more imposing record than he. In the last war, which saw him 
rise as one of our youngest generals, he displayed a quality of 
personal and moral courage that was unsurpassed. He has been 
first in too many things for his recognized position to be attributed 
to elements of chance. He was the first ranking man of his class 
at West Point. He was the first general in history to serve two 
terms as chief of staff. 


LIVING TRADITION But aside from his tested military skill 
as a strategist on the field of battle. he 
has been built up over the country as something of a living tradi- 
tion. The stand his forces made in Bataan dramatized this tradi- 
tion. So that the soldiers making up the vast Army we are build- 
ing to meet, the Nazis will look on MacArthur as a leader worthy 
of their metal. The morale of fighting men is influenced by the 
fiber of their leader. 

No one has as much 
respect. 

Former. isolationist newspapers like the Patterson-McCormick 
press—the Chicago Tribune and New York Daily News—do the 
general.an injustice by promoting him for president.

To dislike or hate other people solely because of their religion 
or race is an evidence of senseless prejudice. It is not a result of 
reasoning, but is simply an emotion, usually inspired by falsehood 
and rooted in ignorance. .Like other emotions which have no basis 
in reason, it can make man as cruel and merciless as the predatory 
creatures that are incapable of reason. 

But race prejudice is often used as a convenient explanation of 
resentments and preferences that are neither shameful nor unreae- 
sonable. 7 

A recent government survey of employers doing war work ree 
vealed that the great majority discriminate against Negroes—~ 
eusually to placate unions or local public opinion. But in 
instances this is true only of unskilled workers. The unskille 
Negro would take a job desired by many white men, Dut sk 
workers are scarce and the skilled Negro is accepted because h 
doesn’t take a white man’s job.

The immunity conferred by one

antitoxin, but the type of immu- 
nity is of short duration, only suf- 
ficient to aid or protect for the 


‘duration of the attack or for the 


few weeks in which the attack of 
diphtheria or lockjaw may occur. 
It does not necessarily last much 
longer. 


In all known types of immu- 
nity, certainly in all naturally ac- 
quired immunity, the development 
of the immunity takes many 
weeks or even months. And so 
far as we know it takes many 
weeks or months to lose naturally 
acquired immunity, once it has 
developed. Natural immunity is 
the type of immunity acquired by 
having an attack of the disease— 
it accounts for the well known
